Annual Security Report

A. CAMPUS SECURITY POLICIES 

1. General Information 

For the safety and security of students, faculty, and staff, Great American Security is contracted to provide security 

coverage for the Chalon campus. 

-Security functions from 6:30 pm to 5 am, Monday through Thursday and continuously from 6:30 pm Friday until 5 

am Monday. 

-Guards are stationed at the at the Main entrance to campus, the Circle and behind Rossiter Hall. Security can be 

contacted directly at (310) 471-9524 (circle) or (310) 417-9512 (Main Entrance). 

2. Reporting a Security Concern 

Any member of the College community (faculty, staff and/or student) may submit an incident report to the Residence 
Life Office regarding security concerns. The Director of Residence Life will work with Great American Security to 
investigate the report and take appropriate action. If necessary, Security will distribute information to the College 
community to increase awareness of specific crimes. 

3. Emergency Response 

When a member of the College community is made aware of an emergency, the following procedures should be 
followed: 

DAYTIME: In the event of imminent danger to any person on campus, notify Student Development 

(ext.507) and call 911. 
EVENING: Anyone in need of assistance may contact the Resident Assistant on Duty or call Security 

directly. The Residence Life staff, in conjunction with Security, will respond to evening 

emergencies. 

B. ACCESS TO CAMPUS 

1. Visitors/Guests 

•Visitors and guests of Mount St. Mary's students, faculty and staff are welcome on campus. However, the College 

reserves the right to refuse admittance to individuals not associated with the College. 

•During the day, visitors to the College must register with the Switchboard located in the Administration building. 

-After 8:30 pm, visitors and guests will be required to stop at the entrance to the College and give the guard their 

intended direction. 

-After 1 1 :30 pm, a guest is allowed on campus if he or she is escorted by a Mount St. Mary's College student, 

faculty or staff or if the guest's name is left with the Security guard at the Main entrance. 

2. Escort Policy 

After 9:00 pm, all non-residents (male or female) must be escorted by a resident student in the residence halls. 

3. Identification Cards 

All faculty, staff and students are required to carry their college ID with them at all times. The ID card is necessary 
for library use, student activities, dances, check cashing and for security purposes. 

4. Building Security 

For the safety and security of the students, all residence hall exit doors, with the exception of the Mail Room door 
are alarmed at night. Alarm doors are activated at 10:30 pm daily. Students entering or leaving Brady and 
Carondelet after 10:30 pm must use their access key at the Mail Room door. 

-Each resident student is issued a room key and a building access key. If a key is lost it must be reported 
immediately to the Residence Life Office. It is important that each resident fully understand his/her sense of 
community responsibility with regard to the building access key. There are numerous other students whose safety 
partially depends on proper handling of those keys. For safety and security reasons, duplication of either key is not 
permitted. 

C. CAMPUS LAW ENFORCEMENT 

1. Great American Security 

Great American Security is a licensed company by the State of California, Department of Consumer Affairs, 
Collection and Investigative Services. Great American Security is in good standing with a current state license. 

2. Working Relationship with Local Police 

Great American Security is owned and operated by an active Los Angeles Police Officer. The College has an 
excellent working relationship with the Los Angeles Police Department and have consulted their expertise when 
necessary. Mount St. Mary's College is within the jurisdiction of the Los Angeles Police Department. 

3. Authority of Security Guards 

All guards working for Great American Security and at Mount St. Mary's College have a current, valid Powers of 
Arrest card issued by the state of California. 

4. Violations of Criminal Law 

All violations of criminal law, as witnessed by Security are reported to the local police. Criminal violations are defined 
by law and tried by the courts. In any case in which a student acts in a manner which may reasonably be viewed as 
within the definition of criminal violations, the College may take action with regard to that student independent of 
any civil or criminal proceedings. 

D. COLLEGE SECURITY PROGRAMS 
1. Residence Life 

Beginning with the first floor meeting and continuing throughout the year, the Resident Assistants remind the 
residents of safety procedures and security policies. Students are reminded to close and lock their doors whenever 
they leave their room, report all suspicious individuals, report broken windows and doors, avoid propping exterior 
doors open and to escort guests in the residence halls. 



2. Orientation 

During Orientation weekend, a workshop is given by the owner of Great American Security and a college official to 
educate new students on security procedures. 

3. Freshmen Class 

Students are given information regarding safety on campus. Specific instructions about reporting security concerns 
are explained. 

4. College Community 

In the event of security concerns, the President's Office has issued flyers warning the college community of potential 
risks and the proper reporting procedure for security concerns.

G. ALCOHOL POLICY 

1 . Mount St. Mary's College encourages students to adopt responsible and healthy behaviors regarding the use of 
alcohol. All student may obtain 

confidential health care and counseling through the Student Health Services. 

2. In accordance with California State Law, only persons 21 years of age or older may consume alcoholic beverages 
in California. Any person under the age of 21 years who has any alcoholic beverage in her/his possession on any 
street or highway or in any public place open to the public is guilty of a misdemeanor, (Business and Professional 
Code, Section 25662). 

3. In accordance with California State Law, every person who sells, furnishes, gives or causes to be sold, furnished 
or given away any alcoholic beverage to any person under the age of 21 years is guilty of a misdemeanor, (Business 
and Professional Code Section 25658). In addition, any person providing any alcoholic beverage to a person under 
the age of 1 8 will be contributing to the delinquency of a minor and guilty of a misdemeanor, (Penal Code, Section 
272). 

4. Students of legal drinking age (21 years) have the right to consume and possess alcoholic beverages in a 
residence hall living space. 

5. No alcohol is permitted in public areas of the campus including the hallways, lounges, outside areas, stairways, 
patios, etc. 

6. Student groups of the College may apply for a special permit to serve beer or wine at a campus event funded or 
sponsored by students. A "Request to Serve Alcohol" form must be filled out and submitted to the Director of 
Student Activities. 

a. This form must be completely filled out and signed by both the person requesting permission and the group 
advisor, if the activity is sponsored by a student organization at the College. A copy of the form must be 
posted at the event. 

b. The event may not be advertised or held out to the public or college community as an event where 
alcoholic beverages will be served. 

c.The amount of alcoholic beverages present at any event will be pre-determined in conjunction with the 
Student Development Office. Any alcoholic beverages not consumed by the end of the designated period 
shall be disposed of. 

d. Alcoholic beverages may not be sold except pursuant to valid license or permit issued by the Department 
of Alcoholic Beverage Control. Exchanging and consideration for alcoholic beverage service constitutes a 
sale. "Consideration" includes money, tickets or tokens which have been issued in exchange for money or 
anything else of value. 

e. Only those wearing a designated wrist band or approved stamp may consume alcoholic beverages at an 
approved event. 

f. Where alcoholic beverages are provided, non-alcoholic beverages and food must be provided. 

g. Alcoholic beverages mst be served by approved servers and placed in a restricted area with limited access. 
Servers must be 21 years of age and are not permitted to consume alcohol (while serving). 

h. Signs are to be placed in appropriate spots stating the California law permits only persons 21 or older to 
drink alcoholic beverages. 

7. Students who violate College policy or California laws regarding the use of alcohol are subject to College 
disciplinary action which may include warning, probation, restitution, community service, referral to counseling, 
referral for alcohol/drug evaluation, removal from on-campus residence, dismissal or suspension, and police referral. 

H. ILLEGAL DRUG POLICY 

1 . The use or possession of illegal drugs on the college campus, in the residence halls, or at college sponsored 
events is prohibited by California state law and may result in arrest, fines, and/or imprisonment. 

2. College disciplinary action may include warning, probation, restitution, community service, referral to counseling, 
referral for alcoholic/drug evaluation, removal from on-campus residence, dismissal or suspension. 

3. Students caught selling or providing illegal drugs on campus will be subject to disciplinary action and police 
referral. 

I. DRUG AND ALCOHOL ABUSE EDUCATION PROGRAMS 

1 . Alcohol and Substance Abuse Program (ASAP) - This program was initiated in 1 990 aimed at prevention, 
treatment, resource referral, and education about substance abuse on campus. There is a college-wide committee 
responsible for accepting this charge. 

2. National Alcohol Awareness Week Programs - For the past four years, Mount St. Mary's has acknowledged 
alcohol awareness week with lectures, films, presentations and discussion groups.

REMEMBERING DR. KING...lh\s 

Sunday, April 4, is the 25th anniversary of 
the assassination of Reverend Martin 
Luther King, Jr. The following is a 
segment of a sermon he preached in 
Montgomery, Alabama on November 6, 
1956, just 7 days before the Supreme 
Court ruled against Alabama's bus 
segregation laws. 

Many persons will realize the urgency of 
seeking to eradicate the evil of 
segregattion. There will be many 
Negroes who will devote their lives to the 
cause of freedom. There will be many 
white persons of good will and strong 
moral sensitivity who will dare to take a 
stand for justice. Honesty impels me to 
admit that such a stand will require 
willingness to suffer and to sacrifice. So 
don't despair if you are condemned 
and persecuted for righteousness' sake. 
Whenever you take a stand for truth 
and justice, you are liable to scorn. 
Often you will be called an impractical 
idealist or a dangerous radical. 
Sometimes it might mean going to jail. If 
such is the case, you must honorably 
grace the jail with your presence. It 
might also mean physical death. But If 
physical death is the price that some 
must pay to free their children from a 
permanent life of psychological death, 
then nothing could be more Christian...! 
still believe that standing up for the truth 
of God is the greatest thing in the world. 
This Is the end of life. The end of life is 
not to be happy. The end of life is not to 
achieve pleasure and avoid pain. The 
end of life is to do the will of God, come 
what may. 

What better way to enter Holy Week 
than to ponder these words, with 
gratitude for Dr. King, and all those 
who, following the path of Jesus, did the 
will of God, come what may, and gave 
their lives so that we might live in 
freedom.

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Women's Studies: 
Part of the U.S. Higher Ed. Scene 

There are those who are still skeptical about the 
role that women's studies plays in the 
curriculum of colleges and universities. 
However, the body of evidence supporting these 
programs is growing. In a report of the American 
Association of Colleges, Project Director Caryn 
McTighe Musil states, ". . . women's studies 
already has been doing what the vast majority of 
education reform reports are now recommending. 
Students tell us women's studies engages them 
intellectually and makes education a way of life— 
not merely a collection of course credits. It re- 
establishes the centrality of teaching and student- 
centered learning." 

The report also confirms the intellectual 
rigor of women's studies programs. In a 
comparison of eleven different majors, women's 
studies was rated the highest in ten of fourteen areas 
of scholarship including connecting different kinds 
of knowledge, exploring values and ethics, and 
investigating important societal questions. 

The growth of women's studies program is 
phenomenal when it is considered that the first 
program began at San Diego State University in 
1970. In ten years there were over 300 programs 
and today there are 621. Approximately 5% of 
these programs refer to themselves as gender 
studies. Women's studies can be found at two- 
thirds of all universities, one half of four-year 
colleges and one quarter of two-year colleges. 
There are 102 graduate programs in women's 
studies. 

Pink and Blue — 

Girls Inc. (Formerly Girls Club of America) 
has become an activist organization on behalf 
of issues concerning young women's 
development. The following is the concluding 
statement in their publication, "Past the Pink and 
Blue Predicament: Freeing the Next Generation 
from Sex Stereotypes" (August, 1992): 
As a society we continue to clobber young people with the 
importance of gender from birth, sorting and guiding them into 
skills and interests according to their sex. Today, when most 
women need to earn a living eve when they have young 
children, we are depriving girls of survival skills if we fail to 



encourage them in science and technology, critical to most 
fields paying high wages. And we squash their self confidence 
and jeopardize their health if we continue to judge and 
rewards girls primarily on how they look. We can narrow 
some of these critical gaps in the opportunities girls have to be 
employable, healthy and self confident— and the comparable 
gaps in opportunities boys have to prepare for friendship and 
parenthood-through targeted interventions and the concerted 
effort of people who care.

Identified 

While the effort to propose a Women's 
Studies Minor at Mount St. Mary's College 
continues, students interested in women's 
issues can still enroll in appropriate courses. The 
minor program, if approved, could not be 
implemented until the 1994-1995 school year.
